ELECTION COMMISSION OF INDIA

New Delhi, the 1st May, 1996 

O. N. 147 (E).—Whereas, a large number of electors of 1-Barainulla. 2-Srinagar and 3-Anantnag parliamentary 
constituencies in the State of Jammu and Kashmir had to migrate and have been temporarily residing in various places outside 
their place of ordinary residence; and 
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Whereas, the Election Commission of India, having regard to the right of franchise of such migrant electors, directed 
that these migrants shall continue to be treated as ordinarily residents of their respective places for inclusion/retcntion of their 
names in the Electoral Roll of the concerned constituency despile their temporary migration and as such their names were 
allowed to be incorporated in the electoral rolls summarily revised under the orders of Election Commission with reference to 
01-01-1995 as the qualifying date; 

Now, therefore, the Election Commission of India in exercise of powers conferred by clause I'c) of Section 60 of the 
Representation of the People Act. 1951. for the purposes of giving votes at election to the House of the People from the 
parliamentary constituencies of 1-Baramulla. 2-Srmagarand 3-Anunlnag being held in pursuance of tire notification issued by 
the President under Section 14 of the said Act on 27th March. 1996 and after consultation with the Central Government, hereby 
notifies the aforementioned migrant electors enrolled in any of the parliamentary constituencies of 1 -Baramulla, 2-Srinagar and* 
3-Anantnag who are presently residing outside their place of ordinary residence as the class of persons to give their r otes by 
postal ballot subject to fulfilment of the requirements specified in the rules made under the said Act.
